prepared and published a series of resolutions, 
three in number, which he is aout to offer. in 
that body, in favor of a Federal Union for the 
two: Canadas, in lieu of the Legislative Union: 
now existing; and contemplating also a gen- 
eral confederation of all the British. North 
American Provinces. The first of Mr. Gass's, 
resolutions recommends, in view of local and 


‘sectional difficulties, that Canada | East and 


Canada Weat should each have a Legislature 
of its own, and that there should be a general 
Legislature and Government for both Pro- 
vinceg, to which all subjects of national and 
common importance should be referred. The 
ay borrowed from: our system, is sensible 
and practiéal: There can be’no harmony: be- 
tween the diverse populations of the.two Can- . 
adas so long’as all their local legislation, is. 
transacted in. one common body. Each can 
better manage its home: affairs for itself, as is: 
done by each several State of the American 
Union. 
. The second. resolution. recommends. local 
Governments for the Northwest and Hudson’s 
Bay Territories ; and the third is devoted to 
urging the establishment of a general confed- 
eration of the Provinces of New-Brunswick, 
Nova Scotia, Newfoundland, Prince Edward’s 
Island, with Canada:and the Western Terri- 


tories, as calculated among other things to 
** add to their national oe and considera- 


tion.”

The chain of 
Provinces, stretching across the continent, and 
embracing nearly half of North America, is a 
nascent empire which the world must ere long 
take notice of.
